In  accordance  with  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Nov.  29th,  1876,  the 
estates  situated  on  the  Northainpton-street  District,  which 
had  been  taken  by  the  City  of  Boston,  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  340  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1873,  were 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands ; and 
the  Superintendent  was  by  them  directed  to  notify  all  parties 
occupying  the  premises,  that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
December  all  rents  must  be  paid  to  him.  He  was  also 
directed  to  have  a room  upon  said  territory,  fitted  up  for  an 
office,  and  to  devote  such  portion  of  his  time  to  the  care  and 
management  of  said  property,  as  in  his  judgment  he  should 
deeni  it  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city.  His  office  has 
been  established  at  982  Harrison  avenue,  and  the  hours  fixed 
are  from  to  11.^  A.  iVL,  and  from  2^  to  44  P.  M.  From 
12  to  2 P.  ”M.  he  will  be  at  his  office,  Cit}^  Hall.

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Upon  said  territory  there  are  thirty-two  houses  of  wood 
and  eight  model  houses  of  brick,  and  which  are  occupied  by 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  families,  chiefly  of  the  laboring 
classes,  and  with  few  exceptions  of  a quiet  and  peaceable 
disposition  ; some  of  whom  are  at  present  out  of  employment, 
but  it  is  hoped  arrangements  with  the  Street  and  Health 
Departments  may  be  made  so  as  to  ensure  them  wmrk  while 
tenants  of  the  city. 

There  are  also  three  small  wooden  Iniildings,  which  are 
occupied  as  stahles.
